The prior art of record does not teach, disclose, or suggest (in combination with all other 
elements of the claims): 

Registering a user at an online purchasing system by requesting information both from a 
user and from a first database system, pairing that information with other information provided 
with the user for storage in a second database system, prompting the user to enter a payment 
method for future purchases provided by the second database, and authorizing a user to use the 
credit card issued to another person by sending an email to the owner of the credit card including 
a link for the owner to either accept or reject the continual use of the card by the user so that the 
authorization information can be stored in the second database, as claimed in the independent 
claims.
